THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


[L. 8.] 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Litchfield on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at one of 
the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
or appropriate for the Public Library. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid 
for permanent improvement of highways. 


5. To see what action the Town will take to appropriate 
enough money to oil all of the unfinished State Roads. 


6. To see what action the Town will take to raise some 
money for the Merrimack Valley Region Association of New 
Hampshire. 


7. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
Memorial Day and make appropriation for the same. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow in anticipation of Taxes for the year 1946. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to continue the Town sur- 
vey, make provision for same and pass any vote relating 
thereto. | 


10. To see if the Town will vote to take over the fire 
truck now owned by J. Wesley French, Henry Plouf, Jr., and 
Charles B. Campbell and to make provision for such action. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to buy a five hundred 
gallon front end centrifugal fire pump for said truck with 
the necessary connections, fittings and mountings, and suc- 
tion hose and provide for the same and for the housing and 
maintenance of its equipment. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to buy fire hose and 
other necessary equipment and provide for the same. 


13. To see what action the Town will take towards or- 
ganizing a Town Fire Department, provide for the same, 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


14. To see if the Town will take any action to provide 
better water supplies for fire fighting purposes. 


15. To see if the Town will take any action to provide 
better access for its fire fighting apparatus to its woodland 
areas. 


16. To see if the Town will authorize the use of its fire 
pump and equipment for irrigation and similar purposes by 
its citizens within town limits. 


17. To see if the Town, when it votes to adjourn, will 
vote to adjourn to a specified date rather than Sine Die. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to take the necessary measures to enable the Town of 
Litchfield and its citizens to take advantage of the sales of 
United States Government surplus property, as they are 
offered, now and in the future. 
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19. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


February 15, 1946 
To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of Litchfield: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 


I think we all ought to appreciate that the teacher short- 
age, not only in New Hampshire but throughout the 
country, still continues. We can see no easing of the situa- 
tion for four or five years to come. 


Last year the New Hampshire legislature passed a teach- 
ers retirement bill, which is much more liberal for the teach- 
ers. Each district, as you will see from the School Board’s 
estimate, has to pay a certain percent on their teachers 
salaries. This is a decided step in advance for New Hamp- 
shire. We are going to be able to keep our teachers in 
service much better than formerly. Both of our teachers 
have joined the retirement association. One of them had 
an opportunity to go to a neighboring state, but because of 
the much more liberal retirement system, we were able to 
keep her here in Litchfield. 


The enrollment in both rooms this year as of February 
1st, is 88 as compared with 35 at the same time last year. 
The lower grades still have the larger enrollment, which in 
itself is a good omen for the future. Gradually as time 
goes on the tendency will be to have a larger enrollment 
in both rooms. The number of pupils in the upper grades 
made it possible for us to go back to the former system 
this year of four grades to each room. 


At present we feel that our graduates should, in so far 
as practical, attend the Nashua High School. Manchester 
has increased the tuition by fourteen dollars per pupil, 
while Nashua holds to the same rate of tuition as former 
years — one hundred dollars. If very many of our children 
go to Manchester it will mean a considerable increase in 
the high school expense. 
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We are still receiving money from the War Food Admin- 
istration for our noon lunch. Thus far we have been able 
to keep the price the same as last year. I imagine we can 
maintain the same price for the remainder of the lunch 
period for this year. A great deal of credit goes to Mrs. 
Haight for running the lunch so efficiently at such a low 
price. Another factor is the free contribution of canned 
goods and supplies by interested citizens. 


The school year thus far has been a very successful one. 
We have a class of three to graduate in June. As far as 
we can see now, there will be no increase in the number of 
graduates for next year. 


May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
to the School Board, teachers and many interested citizens 
who have contributed to the success of our work.
